We had no boots to woar: in walking ovar. tho 
hot ground and in the march over the hills toa 
city they wore going to occupy, and then. oa to 
Saigon. We told thom wofelt we shouldbe only. 
an encumbrance to thom. I may mention that 
asked the captain of tho Scorpion for a mast and 
sail for my long boat to get to Tam Hon, or ovan 
Hongkong, but be refysed it. As the French 
oommandor and his officers told us to be on our 
guardagainst the mon, who wore moat insolent to 
me subsequently, { took care that I had the 
mate on the same boat with mo, and not too many 
men with us. Thoro were three bonts, one of 
which carried ‘nono of the men, only the ship's 
boats, The boat the mon were in was double 
the size of that I ovcupied. When I was going 
to serve ont the provisions I fonnd that my mon 
had stolen oli bat four tins. I gave thom a flag 
to show, told them to show it occasionally, and 
not to get ont of aire ‘of my boat. Thoy took 
my diractions in sullen sifence, and I could not 
| see their bout following ia out, Sevoral times I 
 sigualled with the native boats Lsavy, and 
put it down to tho aullennoss of the men that I 
got noanswor, About midnight on tho 27th 
we anchored, inside the entrance to Quinhon, 
whore we wont aghgre at 7am. on the 28th. 
ts ind that the othor boat 
had not arrived beforo mo. Iwent to tho Ro- 
sident, who got us anyampty house to stop‘in 
and gave us rations. Mpthing happened until 
the 2nd Saptembar exeept ‘that one of the Ma- 
lays who was with mo'confegsed that the oraw 
had boon plotting to kill’ me and the mate, I 
know thom to be disobediont and mutinous since 
tho ship was lost, though neither I nor the mate 
ever ill-used them in the least. On the 5th 
September wo were sent on board a Frenok 
ateamer bound for Huiphoug, and from there 
we were brought on to Hongkong by the Gor- 
man stogniax Aline, Wo wore vory kindly 
treated by tho Fronch at Quinhon, but on board 
the mail Bont at Haiphong they mada no diffor- 
ence batween ma ‘and my cook, giving us_coolia 
brations in coolie fashion for sight days. I wish | 
here to thank Capt. P. Moos of the German 
steamer dltwine for his kind and considerate 
troatmont of tis all the timo we wore on board.

By the Acting Attorney-Goneral—I wont on 
watch at the same time as Pedro.’ I saw a light 
far off not long after I went on watob. It was 
on the port side. Wo strack the gong for that 
Hight. “I do not know whethor it was o junk 
light or a.steamer light. I had rocoived orders 
to look ont for Turnabont light on thastarboard 
side. When I saw the jank I was om the port 
side looking towards the starboad side.- Up to 
tha time of tho odllision the judk’ showed no 
light she showod one after, » lantern on the 

storm. 

Ro-oxamined by Mr. Lisach—I oonld' not soo 
rwhich was the bow and which was ‘the stern of 
the junk at first, but when the junk showed a 
Tight I saw it wast the stern, Tt was a bam- 
boo light, not » lampYhat I saw. 

By His Lordshi saw no lantern. Tho 
light I saw might have been paper. It was held 
up by sigma ona, ; 

Padriano Caatro said—I am a quartermaster 
on the Thtbet: I was at the wheel on the morn- 
‘ing of tho collision from two to four. T'ho oap- 
tain was on the bridge, and gave mo the order 
to put the holm hard sport. T had heard the 
whistle blown jast before.» quarter of a minute. 

Tang Atong said—TI am head gigman on board 
the Thabef. Y ama Cantonese, bat I know a 
little of tho Chinchow dialoct. When the junk 
men camo on board the steamer I asked the head 
man, in Chinchow, if there was anything loft on 
board and the head man ropjied “some ropes.” 
Some of the men brought up caverlots, the head 
maa brought up his pillow box, and ono man 
brought up a little idol. I think thoy nndor- 
stood mo because whon thoy wore in tha boat I 
called to them to bring their clothes and money, 
and they-bronght tham. The hoadman spoke 
to me afterwards, but I. did oot howe what bo 
said becanse he was all cold and trembling.’ 

By tho Acting Attorney.General—I could not 
andorstand his dialect. - : 

"Thiselosed the evidence, tat 

“Mr, Leaoh.’ then summed. up for tha Thibet. 
‘He said—On behalf of the Thibct I shall in. the 
first instance deal with tho evidence that has been 
given by the plaintiffs. J think it must have 
straok everybody who listanod to the evidence of 
the plaintiffs, that the character of that evidence 
was open to considerable comment, It was not 
the case of one witness slightly varying in his 
story from another witness, It’ was a caso of 
enoh witnoss, whonover thoy were ‘got into 9 
corner and could not give a satisfactory explana. 
tion, immodiately trrning about and giving anaw 
story, Each witness, cortainly the majority of 
the witausss, altered his statements time 
after time. The evidence of the master of 
the “junk was unsatisfactory in tho oxtreme. 
Your Lordship will remember ho ehuffied and 
variod his story, particularly in point of tima, 
First he gave one account of how. many times he 
happened to come up out of his cabin on the 
wight of the collision, and then he gave a second 
account when cross-exnminod. . First ha said‘he 
came upon two oocasions, then onthree occasions. 
First ho said he heard the report of the light at 
4a.m. ani then he pat it at20 or 25 minutes to 
+o'olgok.: First he said ho was. called by his 
fokis and then he said be came up of his own ac- 
cord; ' Then you had tho ovidonce of the sailing 
master, which was mach of the same character. 
Both he and the Captain of the ship persisted in 
one thing and thnt was that they pat the position 
of the jook and the position of the steamer at 
right angles ; and oyery witness on behalf of the 
plaintiffs has stuck to that position. ‘And every 
witness has reiterated again and again that they 
saw none of the lights of the stermer except the 
white light, save the moment before the collision, 
when thored light was sven. If their account is 
true, that they saw the steamer 13 or 14 Ii off at 
rightanglesto thomselvescoming down N.E. whilo 
thoy wore going N.W., then they must have avon 
the rad or green light or both at the samo time as 
the white light. AJso they all aaid they saw no 
alteration whatever in.the white light; it came 
straight down on them. Now, what wero the: 
doing ?. One witness states they hada froal 
breeze and were going I3or 14 lian hour. Tho 
same withoss also, when ho wasasked “ Must you 
not hava been standing etill if the steamer did 
.not alter her course and oime straight down on 
yon?” said. we were going on little by little, we

difficulty in aesing throngh the famed of opium 
that have ariseh from the junk. But I think 
there is no donbt the evidence on. bohalf of the 
Thibet will clear away that smoke entitely. Now, 
whatisthe case made ont by the Thibet? ‘That, 
as I stated in opening tho case, the. Thibeé was 
coming from Nagasaki down tha Formona shan- 
nel, steoring §.W., with the wind N.E., with her 
equare sails set, her foresail clewed ap ‘ao that 
they might ae perfeotly befors them, with the 
wind if anything a little on the port side, About, 
halt past throo o'clock in tha morning, Captain 
Mndie wont on tho bridge’ virtpally to rekiove 
tho sooond offleer, ‘Cho night.wag overcast ond 
dirk, Ho sends tho second officer to taka the 
sonndings, aftor having beon up there sbout ten 
minutes; and about five minutes, aiter that time 
he for tho firat timo seos a junk on his port bow. 
Fle says he could not toll exnotly how far.of the 
junk might have bien; it might be tyo or thrac 
‘handred yards miord or.less. At the same time 
as he ases ithe blows the whistle aml the, 
gong sounds from the bow, indicating. to 
him that there was a yossel on the port bow, ao 
that putting Captain Mudio’s evidence with 
the ovidence of the two: watchmen’ they seem 
to tally in a remarkable way. The, watchmen, 
of course, say they saw. the jonk considerably 
nearer thon Captain Mudie. Captain Mudie was 
on the bridge some distance from the bow, and 
therefors it would appoar very much nearer to 
the men on the watoh than to him, but it wos a 
dark night and I think your Lordship will agraeit 
would be almost impossible for them io give any 
correot distance for tho junk. Captain Mudie 
talls you that almost simultancously as ho blew 
the whistle he gave the order for the helm to be 
put hard-a-port and rang the telegraph to the 
engine room; you have heard the evidence as to 
the. carrying out of that order, and although 
thore may ba and probably always will be in a 
caso Like this somo Little ‘difference ax to timo— 
as to the time that elapsed between the whistling 
and the ringing of the telograph, it anbstantially, 
amonats to this, that thesa orders were given 
somewhat under a minute before the collision 
took place. Of course it would be impossible to 
say at what spedd the stenmar was thon going., 
It was not the case of the. steamer baing only 
under steam. Sha had her square sails got, and 
how far under thea circumstances the stopping 
of the engines would counteract the motion of 
the steamer the, Captain saya it is almost impos- 
siblo to indicate. It would thus be very. dificult 
to wotk out on paper thotine that would elapse 
from the giving of the ordor to the time of colli. 
sion; but T-think, supposing the steamer. was 
going fall speed, 12 kuots an honr, and supposing: 
the junk was about 200 yards olf. it works ont to 
eomething like 50 seconds, and that probably 
was tho time: that elapsed. I would ask your 
Lordship to compare the way in which tha 
evidence on behalf of the janice and the evidence 
ou bahalf of the steamer bas been given, aud 
would submit that there can bs no question that 
the evidence on behalf of the Thibct was givon 
ina straightforward and: honest manner. It is 
evidence that tells a simple and plain story, and 
itis borne out by all the probabilities of tha cage. 
Your Lordship will consider, I am sure, the 
evidence as to the point of. oontaot as tolarably: 
satisfactory. The only thing that conld possibly 
bg said to shako that ovidenco at all was the evid- 
ence of the boatswain, who said it was the water- 
closet pipe “rat: was hroken, bt’ hia avidenca 
wonton to say that there word several pipes in 
close proximity, aud it is quite possible that he 
might mistake ono ‘pips for another or it might 
be exactly: tho some pipe the captain spoke 
of. As regards the course that the Captain 
pursued I have to submit that ho did what 
was perfectly right for him to do. Hera ho 
found s junk about threa pojats on his port bow, 
and he says he saw the colliston -was inovitable 
and the only thing for him to do wos to try and 
softon the blow. Ho immodiately ported his 
helm whioh had the effect of taking the ateamer's 
head to the starboard, and ho also gave the order 
to stop, He says he did uot give the order to 
reverse, because that might probably have caused: 
him, by slackoning his speed, to have gone right 
on top of the'juok, giving the junk time to come 
right up under his bows. There can be no doubt 
that the ovidenos of the Thibet far outweighs 
thg evidence of the plaintiffs. What astually took 
place on board tho junk I submit aobody can 
possibly say, but I think the probabilities aro 
that they Idid not know a bit whore they wore. 
They put thomadlvas half way between Tamsni 
and Fooohow, when I think your Lordship can 
have no doubt they wi i a perfectly diferent 
point. The probabi are that those oo 
bourd the junk wore either all asleep: or else 
thot those who ought to have boar on watch 
ware asleep and the resto the orew wore ‘smok- 
ing opium or down below. Ft may be perfect. 
trae that the steorsmon'at the helm,.as he said, 
sould not see.ovor the bulwarks and. possibly—he 
was the only man awake. Ho has said himself he 
could not see over the bulwarks.. Phere is‘ some 
little doubt a3 to the height of the balwarks. 
Captain Mudie says that he looked over, and aa 
far sa ho saw, the bulwarks were not of the height 
given, Thore was a piece of evidence pat in, 
which I ehall call the evidence of tho Chinose 
artist, the mon who had not seen the junk for 
five years, who could not givé you the mensnre- 
ments of gnything regarding the junk but the 
bulwarks, Of course ho was called to, give evi- 
dence as to the bulwarks and he pave it, Itisa 
most oxtracrdinary thing that ho should have 
romombored only that, With regard to the 


sketoh of his, I might as well myself have sketch-J 


oda bath tub and stack op two or three brooms 
init. But suppose your Lordship shonld-think 


the evidenoa of the plaintiff is to be believed as 
regards the lamp;.it is not. suffciont that. thoy 
had a lamp; thequestion ig whother itwasa eufii- 
cient light, whick would be visibloatasaficientdis. 
tance toonable any vessel or steamer approaching 
it to see it in time to avoid aoollision, I submit 
it is porfectly oloar by the evidence of the 
defendants that the jank had no light visible or

Tawbmit in the firat instanoo thet the onus ‘lies 
on the defendant steamer to prove. why she did 
not got ont of the way, and i€. we oan ahow to tho 
Court that there was a light burning, i¢ would 
be for them .to prove that. thore was no light, 
We havo dong, everything to prove there was 
light.

mit thot there ara cettain contradictions in 
thoir ovidenca; but these oputradictions ars, I . 
think, on points that are not importaat—oontra- 
dictions easily noconnted for by allowing that 
their attention might not have been called at the 
Hime to theso facts, If might not have struck 
them whethor a man‘ was standing at one eide of 
the tiller or at the other. It may bo eooountedl 
for also by the tact that they must havo been’ 
confased, by this large stesmot coming down om 
thom ata great rate. On thogthap-bond tharo 
are contradictions in tho evidénen on the other 
side, andthe contradictions in these collision 
cases have often heat remarked on. The captain 
and the ‘sailing master of tho jauk wore oroes- 
examinol ab very. great lengt partionlarly 
about tho time of coming up on deck, the wateh- 
mon, nod ro on. ‘It must be borne in mind that 
on theve Chinese junks the watches are not kept 
so regalarly nor are there such stringent ren 


lations as on othor vessels. It isnot astonishing 
therefora that thero were contradictions about 


the time the men came on watch and the time 
they camo to the holm. Tha men on watoh had 
no partionlar position to taka np and they seamed 
to hava been ot liberty to go tothe cabiu and 
amoke provided some. one was on the Took-out, 
aud if they had their lamps barning ‘and kapt 
their course, they believed thomselvas to, be safe-
